Crash of Landslides and 
Spouting of Geysers. 
VILLAGES DESTROYED — 


Belgrade, Yesterday. 

Underground rumblings, the 
awesome crush of landslides, and 
the spouting of vreat gevsers of 
boiling water are among the terri- 
fying features of the earthquake 
in Jugo-Stavia. j 

The first’ severe shock was felt 
at 2.55 p.m., when many people in 
Strumnitza were finishing 
merry making at the cafes.

RAYON AND ITS 
USES. 


A Comparison with 
Other Textiles. 


Major A. B. Shearer, F.T.L, of 
Courtaulds, Ltd, in the course of 
a lecture at the Barrett Street 


Trade School, London, on the pro-- 


perties of the various types of 
‘ayon, said few people had 
any idea the properties 
of ' the raw material of ar- 
tificial sitk. One of the firat easen- 
tials was strength, for the purpose 
of holding the fabric. together. 
Another features was pliability, 
and its offéct with rogard to dress 
fabrics. The yarn must be of a 
sufficiently soft character to carr. 
out the qualities required. s 

Another characteristic that was 
all-important was that of -appear- 
ance, not only the appearance 
where lustre and colour were con- 
cerned, but the definiteness of its 
white for dealing with different 
colours. Lustre was mainly depen- 
dent upon the fibre upon the Nght 
that was thrown upon it. The 
thing to consider, too, was the 
wearing properties of the material. 

The first type of rayon made was 
nitrocellulose. Swan was the first 
manufacturer of this on an experi- 
mental scale for the produce of ar- 
tificial silk, but a Frenchman was 
the first to produce it commercial- 
y. All Swan wanted was to get 
satisfactory filaments . for his 
jamps. Up to 1900 this had run 
for about ten years with hardly a 
The next process was the 
raw material treated with an am- 
moniacal solution. Viscose had 
only had 25 years’ running, and 
was followed on a commercial 
basis by the cellulose acetate pro- 
cess. All the processes were very 
similar In their chemical reactions 
and viscose properties, because 
they were all regencrated cellulose, 

Other Textiles Compared. 

_ The lecturer drew attention to 
the relative position of rayon as 
compared with other well-known 
textiles. Cotton came first, wool 
next, and rayon third, silk. taking 
a very low fourth, Tho pro-~ 
portions of rayonmsed to-day show- 
ed how that process was finding its 
market as the result of its price, 
the percentages being: nitrocellu- 
lose 3, cuprammonium 4, viscose 
87, and acetate 6. 

As far as wear and tear was con- 
cerned, viscose and other rayons 
seemed to stand the racket better 
than cotton, Rayon was much 
smoother than cotton, and, there- 
fore, suffered less from wear. Tho 
characteristic smoothness of rayon 
was one of its important features. 
It made it more comfortable in ita 
actua] use. -With a rayon lining 
there was no friction, and ex- 
perience had shown that it far sur- 
passed cotton in every respect. 

If a comparison were made be- 
tween a coat Hned with any other 
material, there would not be the 
slightest doubt, about the substan- 
tlally better wearing properties of 
rayon. The lining would be found 
intact when the.coat, for instance, 
was put aside as done with. 

The smooth properties of rayon 
were very popular in. connection 
with furnishing fabrics. Also it 
did not soil nearly so easily as a 
rough textile. It was difficult to 
get dirt from fabrics, but in the 
ease of rayon the smooth charac- 
teristics of the yarn made it difi- 
cult for dirt to adhere. Another

CAUSES OF DEPRESSION. 


Mr. Reginald: McKenna Qa 
. Economic Troubles. 

Speaking. ct the annual meeting 
of the Midland Bank, Ltd. the 
chairman, the Rt. Hon. R, Mc- 
Kenna, gave a detailed review of 
the international gold position. 
Summarising. the situation in all 
its respects, he | sald:—“E would 
ascribe the economic troubles of 
the world,to three main causes, all 
of which, , unfortunately, 
operation at. the same time. Firat, 
we are ‘suffering from maldistrihu- 
tion of gold due to the relative: in- 
ability or unwillingness of creditor 
countries to lend to debtor coun- 
trios. Secondly, the public has .not

“If monetary policy can do little 
in present cireumstancea to stimu- 
late recovery by positive action, it 
cah at any rate preserve conditions 
favourable to recovery by keeping 
money plentiful and cheap. 

“The question arises whether 
catastrophes as bad as the present 
one might not be altogether avoid- 
ed. True, a central bank in a 
creditor country cannot directly re- 
gulate the volume of external 
lending, but ft can stimulate it by 
keeping internal money rates low; 
rand, though a central bank, has no 
direct influence over public psycho- 
logy, we must remember that a 
depressed state of mind is initially 
a resultant of bad trade before be- 
coming a cmuse of its continuance.” 


ALLIED CEMENT. 


SIR W. McLINTOCK AS 
RECEIVER. 


In, the Chancery Division before 
Mr. Justice Clauson, Mr. W. D. 
Spens, K.C., moved, on behalf of 
Barclays Bank, Ltd. as trustees for 
debenture-holders, for the appoint- 
ment of Sir William McLintock as 
receiver and manager of the Allied 
Cement Manufacturers,. _Ltd., 
formerly one of the Horne group 
of companies. 

The motion was in respect of 
600,000 6% per cent. first mort- 
gage debentures, secured by a 
trust deed dated August, 1926, At 
the date when the writ was issued 
—Dec. 19, 1930—there was no ac- 
tual default-in payment of the in- 
terest, but the then directors in- 
formed the ‘trustees that there was 
no prospect of paying the interest 
lue on December 81. 

On December 23, went on Mr. 
Spens, by extraordinary resolution, 
2 new board was appointed, and on 
January 1 this year the new board 
stated that they had reluctantly 
some to the conclusion that there 
were no available resources of un- 
‘harged assets out of which the 
money could be raised to pay the 
‘nterest. At the present moment 
che interest was in arrear. Myr. 
Spens said that on two or three 
occasions the company had : pur- 
ported to give charges to other per- 
sons, in priority to the other de- 
bentures, but. the bank did not 
admit that any charges had been 
effectively given which could rank 
in priority to their charge. 

Mr. Justice. Clauson appointed 
Sir’ William McLintock receiver 
and manager, and, on the applica- 
tion of Mr. M. B, Vaisey, K.C., add- 
ed as defendants to the action the 
Industrial and Genera) Trust who 
are the holders of £10,000 deben- 
tures and represent further hold- 
ings. He gave the Industrial and 
General Trust the conduct of the 
action.. The authorised. capital of 
Allied Cement Manufacturers, 
Lid., is° £5,000,175, of which 
£1,848,445 has been issued..

Effect of the Fall in 
: Silver. 


INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT. 


Tl... following letter from Mr. F. 
Anderson, Standen Manor, Hunger- 
ford, Berks., appeared In a recent 
issue of The Times:— : 

The telegram of December 30 
from your Shanghai correspondent 
draws. attention to coming events 
which cast their shadow before, and 
which merit the attention of this 
country. After giving detalls of 
the new Chinese tariff the telegram 
states that:—“The main object of 
the new tariff apparently is to 
assist home industries by Increasing 
the duties on manufactures and re- 
ducing the duties on materials re- 
quired. for manufactures here.” , 

In the China papers by last mail 

the development of manufacturing 
industry is referred to, in these 
terms:— ' 
. “According to a recent Kuo Min 
message there has been a very con- 
siderable increase in the importa- 
tion of machinery into China dur- 
ing the last few months, of which 
over Tis. 4,500,000, represents spin- 
ning and weaving machinery. Six 
new mills are in proceas of being 
organised by Chinese merchants, 
and four by Japanese. In 1929 127 
mills in China turned out: about 
942,000,000 ib..of yarn and 590,- 
900,000 linear yards of cloth. In 
1930 the output considerably in- 
creased.” 

According to these. reports the 
contrast between East and West Is 
very striking. The years 1929 and 
1980. were years of widespread un- 
rest and Internal disorder in China, 
but, notwithstanding these adverse 
conditions, we find activity and ex- 
pansion in the same branches of 
industry in which stagnation and 
unemployment were conspicuous in 
this country. 

A Cioud on the Horizon, 

The industrial development of the 
East may now appear as a cloud on 
the horizon no bigger than & man’s 
hand, but if we continue our pre- 
Bent policy we many tnd ourseives 
under a very heavy cloud ‘betore 80 
very many years have passed. Not 
only may we permanently lose a 
large portion of our Hastern mar- 
kets, but we may find them compet- 
ing with us in neutral markets. 
China is already exporting con- 
siderable quantities of cotton goods 
to. the Near East, Instead of 


making special efforts to preserve: 


our export trade with India and 
China our line of policy. has en- 
couraged the adoption of protection 
in both countries, with the result 
that our principal free markets are 
dwindling away. 

From an industrial point of view 
this country has a greater interest 
in silver than any country in the 
world. In our own interests we 
should have done everything in our 
standard of ‘nearly 800 millions of 
power to maintain the value of the 
our best customers, Instead of 
that policy we have taken the lead 
in boycotting silver as one of the 
precious metals, a status it has had 
for thousands of years. We set the 
example of debasing our subsidiary 
coinage, throwing a considerable 
amount of silver on the market, 
thereby artificially increasing sup- 
ply and curtailing demand. Many 
other countries followed our unfor- 
tunlate example. For many years 
we have been endeavouring to 
change the standard of value in 
India from silver to gold, selling 
large quantities of silver apparently 
regardless of price, and have put a 
aig duty on silver imported Into 
nila, ae 


a Heavy (Losses, 
These and other measures which 
‘have artificially increased supply 
and curtailed demand have been In- 
strumental in reducing the intrinsic

“Tt looks as if it might be ag 
possible te go too fast as it is to 
go too slow in the matter of ration- 
alisation.” 

This observation is but one of 
many significirit passages in tho 
report of Mr. H. B, Butler, deputy 
director of the International Labour 
Office, on his recent visit to Canada 
nnd the United States. The report 
was to be submitted to members of 
the governing body of the Geneva 
labour organisation. 

Mr. Butler collated during his 
visit some striking data concerning 
the effects of rationalisation on em- 
ployment. Owing to the introduc- 
tion of the “combine,” a machine 
which both cuts and threshes the 
grain there has been a great dis- 
placement of labour in Canada and 
the United States. . 

Jn Canada, states the report, “a 
large farm which formerly’took in 
30 men in the spring, and another 
120 to 150 during the harvest, now 
employs only 14 men throughout 
the year. An average emal] farm 
wilt employ two or three men in- 
stead.of eight to ten .... Roughly 
speaking, every combine deprives 
at least five men of a harvest job. 

“As a consequence, whereas the 
railways used to transport thou- 
sands of men annually from the 
eastern States_to reap the crops on 
the prairies, no harvest trains have 
been run during the past two 
years.” 

In the United States over three 
million people have of recent years 
been obliged to leave, farm employ- 
ment to scek work in the towns, 
although during the same period 
the output ver agricultural worker 
increased by more than 25 per cent. 


Output Per Head. 

The sanie process is apparent in 
industry. Quoting the United 
States Commissioner for Labour's 
statistics Mr. Butler states that: 
“If 200 out of the 1,857 boot and 
shoe factories in the country. work- 
ed full time they could satisfy the 
whole existing demand and the re- 
maining 1,167 establishments could 
be closed down. - 

“Similarly 1,487 out of the 6,057 
bituminous coal mines could pro- 
duce all the coal that was needed if 
they worked three hundred days in 
the year.” 

Between the years 1919 and 1929 
“the output per head increased In 
manufactiring industry in’ the 
United States by ‘45 per cent., but 
during the same period the number 
of persons omployed in manufacture 
declined from nine millon to 
8,100,000. 

“In mining. the output per head 
increased more ‘than 40 per cent., 
while the number of employed fell 
by 7 per cent. Railway efficiency 
likewise increased considerably, yet 
the number of employed decreased | fi 
by, about 300,000, or 15 per cent.” 
, Changes Comine. 

Reviewing the facts and his im- 
pressions Mr. Butler states that “it 
is difficult to resist the conclusion 
that the aggregate of unemploy- 
ment would be far smaller to-day 
if technical improvements both In 
industry and agriculture. had pro- 
ceeded at a léss rapid rate. 

“However. true ft may be that 
rationalisation in the long run pro- 
duces a higher standard of living 
and promotes the progress of 
civilisation .... the question never- 
theless arleds whether under modern 
conditions the . hardships involved 
by too rapid technical development 
may not imply purchasing the 
ultimate advantages it procures at 
too high a price.” : 

Underlying some of the passages 
in this report there !s a suggestion 
of the imminence of very import- 
ant changes, {f not something in the 
nature of revolution in America. 
Ratfonalisation, unemployment and 
over-production ‘ara seen to be gofng 
hand in hand. The workers are to 
a great extent. aware of thia ora- 
cess and.. also} of, the... menace to 
themselves which it involves. 

Yet at the same time they ‘realise 
the inevitability’ of the advance of 
technical. improvements. They . are 
restless and- inclined to accept -al- 
most any remedies, however, wild 
may be the schemes. Moscow had 
hot tailed to take advantage of this 
favourable : goil, and “has of late 
Intensified Bolshevik: proragands in

| AN ACCOUNTANT’S 
_ SERIOUS LAPSE. 


Speculation 0 Over Motor 
Garage: -Leads to Ruin. | 


CONFESSION HANDED IN. 


The plen that he was a victim 
of the slump was made in the 
ease of A. N, H. Van Cuylenburg, 
uccountant to Messrs, Fogden, 
Brishane & Co: on February 23 
before Mr. G.'C. Dodd, the Singa- 
pore Criminal District Judge, 
when sentence of one year’s rigor- 
bus imprisonment was passed on 
two charges of eviminal breach of 
trust. 

Van Cuylenburg who was ar- 
rested on a warrant was previous- 
ly charged with criminal breach 
of trust in respect of $14,000 and 
he claimed to bd tried and was re- 
manded on bail of $5,000. 

Two specific charges were pre- 
ferred against him and he plead- 
ed guilty to both. He was charg- 
ed that between April 22, and 
June 90; 1930,' he committed 
criminal breach of trust as secre- 
tary of the firm of $4,166.26 and 
that between July 3, 1930, and 
January 10, 1931, committed a 
similar offence as accountant of 
the firm of $10,198.99. 

Fult Confession. 

Mr. F. G. Vaux, who appeared. 
on behalf of the complainant firm, 
handed in a confession made by 
Van Cuylenburg, showing a total 
deficit of over $14,000 from April 
last year to January last and a 
bundle of cheques relating to the 
amounts involved, 

Explaining the system of. fraud 
employed by Van Cuylenburg, Mr. 
Vaux said that his clients were a 
firm of building contractors and 
as such employed a number of 
sub-contractors. Van Cuylenburg 
occupied a position of trust in the 
firm and signed cheques on behalf 
of the firm as secretary and a8 
accountant. 

Sjb-contractors submitted their 
bills ‘in duplicate and: duplicate 
receipts and vouchers were made 
out by the accused, who posted 
the amounts in two widely separ- 
ate ‘ledgers. The accused. also 
made out two cheques instead of 
one for the same amount and paid 
one cheque to the company’s credi- 
tor and endorsed the other and 
cashed it himself. As the ‘ac- 
counts wére so widely separated in 
the ledgers the auditors were not 
able to discover the fraud. . The 
counts of the firm were last audit- 
ed in June last. 

Financial Difficulties. 

In a plea for leniency for the 
accused, Mr. V. D. Knowles stat- 
ed that the case was.a very un- 
fortunate one. Van Cuylenburg 
before he secured employment in 


1926, speculated by purchasing a 


well known motor garage in Singa- 
pore and got into difficulties. 
Mr. Knowles proceeded to say 
that the accused was the sole sup- 
port of’ hls mother, who was 80 
years of age, besides his wife and 
fiv children, and was struggling 
ugainst the losses sustained in the 
motor. garage business. The 
slump, which affected’ most busi- 
nesses, probably affected a motor 
garage business more, Although 
there was no‘excuse for the ac- 
cused, Mr. Knowles said that the 


Court had to take into conaidera-, 


tlon the fact that the accused had 
himself made a confession, in 
view of Mr. Vaux's statement that 
the accounts were so widely 
separated as to render audit difi- 
cult.. The accused had listed the 
items and had given the auditors 
every assistance.. Van Cuylenburg 
now stood before the court a ruln- 
ed man and Mr. Knowles urged 
for lenfency although the offence 
was: serous. 

Replying: to his Honour, Mr. 
Knowles said that Van Cuylenburg 
was 88 years old. 
money misappropriated had been

| Death Sentence on Guns |. 


- Curtis’s Murderer. 


NO MITIGATING ( CIRCUMSTANCE 


Lahore, Fob. 9. 

The full text of the judgment is 
available to-day of the judgment of 
Mr. Gordon ‘Walker, Seasiona 
Judge, who sentenced to death 
Sujjan Singh, the murderer of Mra. 
Curtis. The Sessions Judge after 
dealing with the facts of the 
murder of Mra. Curtis which took 
place on January 18, at her 
bungalow in Lahore Canton- 
ment, said that Mra, Curtis 
received many sword wounds 
the most grievous of which was one 
which fractured the akull and two 
others which cut into the upper 
part of her left arm and partially 
ampulated her left wrist. She 
fied at 6.80 the same evening of 
shock and '-haemorrhage. The 
main facts of the occurrence, added 
the Judge, were clearly established 
on the evidence of witnesses. Wit- 
nesses differed in ‘details as one 
would expect men to differ who 
were expectators of a drama of this 
nature and this discrepancy only 
strengthened one’s belief in the 
truth of the main story. The 
prisoner made two statements, con- 
tinued Mr, Gordon Walker, one be- 
fore the committing magistrate and 
the other in the sessions court. 
In the former he described the at- 
tuck and stated that he bought a 
sword a few days before the in- 
cident with the sole object of kil!- 
ing Europeans. He sald that he 
attacked the lady and her children 
as he could not find any European 
men. In the sessions court pri- 
soner mate a-atatement to explain 
the motive for the murder which 
briefly. amounted to, the fact that 
he brooded over the wronga of 


Sikhs and determined. to avenge: 


them by killing Europeans, 
Plea of Insanity.. 

Mr, Gordon Walker added that no 
plea of insanity was put forward 
during the trin] of the case but at 
the last moment in his concluding 
address, defence counsel has 
argued that the statement made 
by the prisoner ‘n court clearly 
showed that he was of a disordered 
mind. The judge held that the 
prisoner spoke clearly and 
coherently and evinced not the 
slightest symptoms of a disorder- 
ed mind. - He clearly stated that 
he committed the murder of Mrs, 
Curtis to avenge the wrongs which 
he thought his community suffered 
from the countrymen of the 
murdered lady. The prisoner, he 
held, was of sound mind and agree- 
Ing with the assessors’ unanimous 
verdict, the judge found him guilty 
of the murder of Mrs. Curtis, As 
there was no mitigating cir 
cumstance the only possible penalty 
was death. 


MARRIAGES IN SIAM.

Bangkok, Feb. 25.

CARDINAL CHANGE. 
SUCCESS OF SOCIALISM IN 
RUSS 


DANGER OF WAR, 


Moscow, Yesterday. 

A “cardinal change” in Ruasia’s 
position during the past two years 
is claimed by M. Molotov in his 
report at the All-Union Congress 
of Soviets. He declared that the 
“enormous successes” of recon- 
struction in industry showed that 
the success of Socialism in Russia 
was assured. He asserted that 
the danger of war had grown as 
a result of four years’ activity by 
the Disarmament Commission. 

In the course of a review of 
foreign relations, M. Molotov noted 
that exports to Britain had Increas- 
ed In the past year by fifty per 
cent., to £15,000,000. 


Relations With Japan. 

Relations with Japan were deve- 
loping normally. Economic rela- 
tions had recently made ao great 
stride.

‘MEDIAEVAL DISHES. 


“The Art of Good Living,’ as 
practised by the chief gourmets of 
Western Europe, from St. Isodorua, 
Bishop of Seville, who died in A.D. 
636, to the Seventeenth Century, is 
illustrated in an exhibition of 
manuscripts and rara printed books 
from the collection of Andre L. 
Simon at the First Edition Club, 
1%, Bedford Square. : : 

Advice on the growing of vines 
and the maturing of their products, 
on the preparation of choice foods 
for royalty, and on their probable 
effects on the digestion are among 
the many subjects of which the 
exhibition treats, ’ 

The diet of the Dauphin (later 
Francis II, of France) at the age 
of nine Is disclosed in a manuscript 
account book of the Chateau of 
Amboise, where the Dauphin ivas 
then in residence. The purchases 
for Saturday, January 21, 1552, in- 
eluded 25 sotlers (100 pints) of 
white wine for the Dauphin and tho 
six other children who were living 
with him. One of these was Mary 
Stuart, then ten yenrs old, and al- 
ready betrothed to the Dauphin for 
four years. 

The day being a day of abstin- 
ence, fish is the next item—from 
the river or ponds, «pikes, roach, 
carp, gudgeons, and ccrevisses;

SOCIAL HYGIENE. 


TIFTH IMPERIAL CONGRESS IN 
LONDON. 


The fifth Imperial Social Hygiene 
Congress, organised by the British 
Social Hygiene . Council, will meet 
in London on July 13 to 17 under 
the presidency of Sir Basil Blackett, 
KU.B K.C.S.1. 

The Congress will open with a 
review by the Dominion and 
Colonial representatives of the gen- 
eral position 
hygiene and venereal disease 
throughout the Empire, and will- be 
followed by the presentation of 
“progress” reports from the Domin- 
fons and India. 

A feature of the 1931 Congress 
will be the holding of concurrent 
sessions on certain days, The 
medical sessions will be concerned 
with papers on methods of dealing 
with ante-natal venereal disease and 
the results that can be obtained in 
the mother and child, on the choice 
of remedies in syphilis, and on 
sterility. A display of medical and 
educational films illustrative of the 
subjects under: discussion will be

A session of the Congress of in- 
terest to missionaries, teachers and 
others working overseas will be that 
devoted to the considoration of the 
problem of social customs related to 
social hygiene. Special attention 
will alao be given to. those customs 
which, facilltate the dissemination 
of venereal disease. =: .

Mr. Mahony’s Rotary 
Address. 


“TRADE SLUMP. 


An address in which he touched 
on the present slump and sounded 
a note of confidence for the future 
was delivered by Mr. Paul H. 
Mahony, vice-president of the In- 
ternational B, F. Goodrich Cor- 
poration, to Singapore Rotarians at 
Rafites Hotel. 

Mr. S. Q. Wong presided and at 
the opening of the meeting, a new 
member was introduced in H.E. 
Major-General L. C, L, Oldfield, 
C.B., C.M.G., D.S.0., the G.0.C. 
Troops, Malaya, Mr. R, J. Farrer, 
the retiring President of the Muni- 
cipal Commissioners was elected 
an honorary member of t ub. 

Mr. Mahony began hi dress 
by paying a tribute to Rotary, say- 
ing that it was his conviction that 
the ideal of Rotary, “Service before 
Self,” was being -practised more in 
commerce to-day. Business men 
had learned by experience that a 
reputation of confidence in the cyes 
of the public and fair dealing was 
an asset that would maintain their 
business more than what was term- 
ed as “sharp dealing.” . 

‘Any movement that had for its 
ideal such a high aim as “Service 
before Self,” particularly in the 
presence of so many different 
nationalities as were gathered 
_ | there, doing more than all the dip- 
lomats in promoting pence. and 
nations. 
All the high-sounding phrases of 
diplomats did not achieve half so 
much as the meeting on common 
ground of members of the same 
club and of different nationalities, 
who expressed and felt confidence 
in each other. 

Singapore’s Progress, 

Touching on his travels around 
the world, Mr. Mahony, said that 
he had last visited Singapore four 
years ago and noted, its progress 
since then. It. was the same all 
over the world, development’ push- 
ing ahead all the time. Instancing 
this development, he said that. in 
various countries he had visited he 
had heard men say rather pathoti- 
cally that they wished they had put 
a bit of money in this or that land. 
That land a few years back might 
only have been a stretch of swamp. 

To-day it was very difficult for 
a business man to sit in his office 
and base his commercial opinions 
of foreign trade on a visit paid to 
Q country three or four years ago. 
Development was forcing people to 
keep more up to date, for no.coun- 
try stood still. 

He said that he had been asked 
by many people about America, 
and he was going to say that there 
was nothing wrong with America. 
She was perhaps suffering . from 
growing pains and indigestion, but 
they would pass. To-day the world 
was suffering from a trade slump, 
which was an indirect result of the 
War. Nations had built up produc- 
tion somewhat in excess of the 
world’s needs—all commodities 
were closa to or below production 
costs—with the result of a slowing 
up in the “production of wealth. 
People had gone from an orgy of 
optimism to 2 hysteria of fear. 

Limit to Economy, 

People were economising in all 
sorts of ways, but there was a 
limit to that economy. One might

Mr. Mahony concluded his - re- 
marks-‘with a humorous story of a 
Briton, a German, an Italian, a 
Frenchman and an American who 
went on an elephant hunt in 
‘Africa.’ Afterwards ‘ they each 
agreed: to write ‘a book of their ex- 
periences. When the hooks were 
published, all the titles ‘were 
different ‘and expressed something 
of their national characteristics. 
The Briton called his book’ “Hunt- 
ing: Elephants;” the: Italian’s -title 


‘| was’ “Song of: the Elephant;” the

Frenchman entitled *-his “Les

In proposing a vote of thanks, 
Mr. J. I, Milter, Acting Rogistrar- 
General of Statistics, S.S. and 
FEVMLS., said they werd interested 
to hear Mr. Mahony'a. remarks, be- 
cause America was the best cus- 
tomer for Malaya’s. (Poods,. The 
fact that. the’ speakér- seemed to 
wear the position lightly showed 
there was not very-much wrong 
with the tyre Industry, : It was 
interesting to hear'the manufac- 
turers’ side of the rubber question, 
because producers and manufac. 
turers could not be separated and 
the weakness of previous restric- 
tion schemes was that no con- 
sideration was shown to the manu- 
facturer. 


WORLD TRADE. 


RATIONALISATION BLAMED FOR 
LOWER PRICES. 


The United ‘States Department 
ef Commerce, in its annual book 
on world trade, dealing with 102 
leading countries, reports’ that in- 
creases in international trade 
1929 disappeared altogether to- 
wards the end of that year, while 
commerce over national boundaries 
in some of the most important 
countries dropped 20 per cent. in 
1930 compared with 1929.° The 
total world trade in 1929 is stated 
to be approximately $68,400,000,900 
(£13,680,000,000), an increase of 
1.6 per cent. over 1928, with a 
larger volume due to lower average 
prices. 

The “rationalisation” of farme 
and factories (use of machines to 
replece hand Jabour) is indicated 
by the exports of machinery, and 
this is believed to-be one of the 
causes of lower prices, which re- 
duced the purchasing power of the 
producing countries. 


HELM ORDERS. 


DANISH SHIPMASTERS’ 
EXPERIENCE. 


In view of the controversy 
aroused in'Great Britdin ‘by the 
nroposed change in helm orders, 
it‘is of interest to put on record 
the opinion of Danlsh shipmasters 
with regard to the change-over in 
that country from the indirect (or 
British): to the direct system, says 
the Journs! of Commerce. This 
change took place on January 1, 
1930, and the Danish Shipmasters’ 
Association issued.ia circular.’ of 
Inquiry to its members’ regarding 
thelr experience of the working of 
the new system in their ships. 

The opposition in Denmark had 
been’ very strong indeed, especial. | * 
ly among active ships’ officers, 
prior to the change taking place, 
and it,{s surely not a mere coin- 
cidence that the arguments ad- 
vanced against’ the proposed 
change were almost identical with 
those employed by British oppon- 
ents of the direct command. 

The answers recelved by the 
Danish Shipmasters’ Association 
from its members were. published 
during the latter part of the year 
‘fn its monthly magaziné;‘and from 
them it can be. seen how complete 
ly the Danish masters. have been 
won over to the now system after 
a-comparatively short, tithe. They

WHAT IS HAPPENING 
IN CHINA.. 


“A People Struggling 
for Full Life.” 


“ADDRESS BY DR. T. Z. KGO. 


An analogy ‘between the 
Israclites of Pharoah’s diy and the 
Chinesc was drawn by Dr. T. Z. 
Koo in an address to the Interna- 
tional Fellowship Association at 
the Y.W:C.A., Singapore, recently. 
The subject of Dr. Koo’s address 
was “The Making of a Conatitu- 
tion.” : 

He likened China’s present posi- 
tion to the 40 years’ wandering in 
the wilderness which the Israclites 
suffered before reaching the 
Promised Land. 

Dr. Koo ‘said not so many years 
ago he had raised a storm about 
his head because he had organised 
a musical clique in which young 
men and. young girls took part. It 
was such a storm that his father 
arrived from his native village to 
add his protest. . 

One of the best illustrations’ of 
of the. fact that the Nanking Gov- 
ernment was being recognised by 
the provinces as the central 
authority .was in connection with 
the edict abolishing likin. Likin 
had been “abolished” before, but 
with what effect they all knew. 
This time the edict was accepted 
by all the provinces. That was a 
tacit acceptance of the authority 
of the Nanking Government, 

A fact regarding China which 
outside observers were ‘won't to 
lose sight of was that fundamental 
changes remained in spite of 
change of Government. That was 
because those fundamental ‘changes 
were the result of the labours of 
_|those who’ were seeking China’s 

social regeneration. , 

Political Unification. 

One of their first tasks had been 
to aim at securing political unifica- 
tion, The first step on this road 
was the rise of the Nanking. Gov- 
ernment. This was followed by 
wars. wars which, unlike those 
occurring previously, were’ being 
fought on an issue. Whereas all 
the other wars that had come after 
the revolution had been staged for 
aggrandisement, those that came 
after the rise of the Nanking Gov- 
ernment were upon the issue of 
whether or not It was tobe recog- 
nised and accepted by the provin- 
clal governora; whether central 
authority or local authority was to 
reign. : 

That the Nanking Government 
‘|had been successful was shown by 
provincial obedience to its central 
authority, particularly in financial 
matters, as in the cnse of the aboli- 
tion of likin, a thing which could 
not have happened a few years 
ago. 

The central government was 
gradually extending its sway over 
the’ provinces. That was the first 
step on the road to political 
unification; the fighting had. been 
a necessary evil in its accomplish- 
ment. : 

The next step would'bée the 
establiment of a political consititu- 
tion, in. the present absence of 
which in China the only way to 
settle a political dispute was re- 
course to arms; there was no con- 
stitution to which an appeal could 
be made. ~ 3 

Another task that confronted 
China's social reformers was the 
training of the Chinese to exercise 
their political rights, That was 
being worked for now, and. the fact 
that the world was not aware of 
all the constructive work that was 
being done was that the Press look-

GERMAN A CONVERSION. 


The miracle of Strasbourg—the 
transformation of a German city 
into one typically and predom{nant- 
ly French—has been practically 
accomplished within tha compara- 
tively few years since the world 
war. 

. The change could not be mado in 
less than a generation, it was 
affirmed by some when this historic © 
city was restored to France after 
the war. But it has been done; 
and there are mighty few loose 
ends Jeft hanging out. ‘ 

Several years after the war, the 
city. was as German as ever. 
Waiters at the hotels and restaur- 
ants spoke’ Fronch conspicuously 
when a guest entered the establish- 
ment. But they quickly inquired, 
'Verstehen Sie Deutsch?’ and if 
they received an affirmative answer, 
they were pleased, and tho guest 
received far better service. , 
| At that time they said that 
Strasbourg would not be French 
before another generation; but they 
were miataken. * f 

To-day one finds it as typically 
French as the Paristan boulevards. 


The Official Languace. _ 


“All the shop signs: are in the 
French language, and so are the 
advertisements on the tramcars and 
‘buses and the menus at the res- 
taurants and hotels. The visitor 
hardly heara a word ‘of German 
unless he announces that he under- 
stands that language’ and cannot 
understand French. German has’ 
become a concession or courtesy to 
visitors; French {s the offical and 
almost the universal language. It 
| {a considered not so ‘“polite” to 
speak in German. 

The leaven has worked. 

Often it is a slow process; but 
there has been speedy acomplish- 
ment at Strasbourg. It seems that 
all that remains untouched of this 
typical old German city ia its 
enthedral and its manufacture of 
“pato de foles gras.”

ELECTRICITY. 


LECTURE TO WIRELESS 
SOCIETY. - 


Mr. R. E, Earle, of the Singapore 
Harbour Board, gave the following 
lecture at the Wireless Society re- 
cently in the form of a dialoguo’ 
which proved both amusing and in.

The lecturer opened with “Why 
do you need all these different 
metres to measure one thing, Elec. 
tricity?” “Because,” said the ¢x- 
pert, “we meet with electricity in 


-so many forms, in-which it, behaves 


quite differently.” “But isn’t all 
electricity the same?” “Yea,” says 
the expert “we believe all electricity 
to be movement of electrons but it 
is far more convenient for even the 
expert to consider the varlous forms 
as entirely different kinds of poten- 
tia) and current, thus we know of 
direct current as the stuff we store 
in our car battery and take from 
the dry batteriea in torches or wire

If the listener “thought that he 
could follow the meaning. and inten- 
tion of a broadcast play in the 
intervals of other people’s conversa- 
tlon; while doing his accounts; or 
while eating his supper he would be 
disillusioned.

By sending a play 
into the home by wireless, the 
B.B.C. was saving the listener a 
good deal of trouble. Ho was saved 
transport difficulties and money, 
But the Corporation was not broad- 
‘enating plays to save people trouble. 
in order to enjoy a radlo play 
Nsteners must take the trouble to, 
concentrate on an unfamiliar 
medium and to listen to the play for 
its own sake and for the sake of 
what they could get out of it, 

The development of the radio play. 
in the long run depended upon three 
things: intelligent listening, in- 
formed criticism. and good writing 
for the microphone. 

It was. one of his principal duties 
to read plays that were submitted 
for possible broadcast. He got on 


an average between twenty and 
thirty plays a week. Of this num- 
ber perhaps two por cent. could be 
seriously considered for a second 
| reading. A Play written with a

thé last two years only two comic 
plays had been -specially written 
for broadcasting. And yet ‘the 
wireless dramatist had the biggest 
audience in the world, an audience 
probably not achieved even by a six- 
months’ run of a play in the West- 
end of London. A prevailing cri- 
ticiam of the dramatic work done 
at Savoy Hill was that they wore 
inclined towards the tragic and 
even the morbid. - But most listen- 
ers would agree that the ordinary 
stage comedy or. farce depended so 
muck upon the visual that its trans- 
ference to the medium of wireless 
was cither imposalble or unsatis- 
factory. He would like to be able 
to persuade some ambitious author 
to consider the microphone serious-

ACT FOR SETTLING 
WORLD DISPUTES. 


Adherence of British 
Empire Moved. 


"TORY OPPOSITION.” , 


London, Yesterday. 


In the House of Commons to- 
day,.Mr. Arthur Henderson moved 
the adherence. of the British Em- 
pire, except those. parts which are 
separate members of the League 
of Nations, to “the general act for 
the pacific settlement of inter- 
national disputes.” elaborated hy 
the League of Nations Assembly, 
|which provides that disputes 
which cannot be settled bv the 
ordinary legal methods shall. be 
submitted to a special tribunal of 
five members, one chosen by each 
disputant and three by agreement 
from among the nationals of a 
third Power. If agreement is not 
then reached the dispute goes to 
an arbitral tribunal of five mem- 
bers similarly chosen. Thé 
latter’s decision shall be binding. 

Mr. .Henderson declared that 
the British Empire’s adherence 
was a logical consequence of the 
Kellogg Pact and the optional 
clause of ‘the document creating 
the International Court of Justice. 
Britain recently adhered to the 
optional clause which provides 
that justifiable disputes shall be 


submitted to the Hague Court. 


* Tory Opposition. 


Sir Austen Chamberlain, on 
behalf of Conservatives, moved 
an amendment declining. to ad- 
here to the general act on the 
ground that it diminishes the 
authority of the League Coun- 
cil and that its machinery will en- 
courage disputes. 

He said that the general. act 
ignored the limitations which 
practical experience placed on 
compulsory arbitration. It 
would lack the elasticity and ex- 
perience of the League Council. 

Sir Herbert Samuel (Liberal) 
supported Mr. Henderson. 


HAT ABLISEAD 


Amendment Lost. 


The Conservative amendment 
was defeated. The. House agreed 
to accession to the general act.

He said that nccession to the 
General Act by Great Britain 
would complete the country’s ac- 
ceptance, of arbitration for inter- 
national disputes of every class, 
subject to certain reservations. 


The Government regarded the 
ratification of the General Act as 
an important part of, the prepara- 
tion which they could make for 
the buecess’ of the coming Dis- 
armament Conference, which. 
they believed by its results, would 
determine the future course of 
events in Europe and the World. 
Success. would assure the future 
of, constructive International Co- 
operation, Failure would have 
extremely grave consequences.

for it in the fore-front of their 
foreign policy. Also, in the view 
of the Government, acceptance of 
the General Act’ was a logical se- 
quence of the Pact of Paris and a 
logical complement of the option- 
al clause. 


‘Powerful Lend. 


Though not the first to take 
thie important step, Britain would 
be giving a powerful lead to the 
rations, as in the case of the op- 
tional clause. Before Britain 
signed the optional clause only 
17 Governments were bound by 
it, and to-day 84 were so bound. 

The United Kingdom would not 
stand alone, for the Imperial Con-" 
ference had approved the prin- 
ciple of the General Act after; 
careful cortsideration. 


Referring to the amendment 
moved later by Sir Austen Cham-! 
berlain, Mr. Henderson said that’ 
he recognised fully the value of: 
the action: of the League Council ; 
and regarded the Council’s action 
‘In the Mosul dispute and ‘the 
Greco Bulgarian dispute as classic 
instances of the strength of the 
machinery which the League Con- 
venant provided, but he could not 
agree that acceptance of the Gen- 
eral Act would diminish the 
authority of the Council. 


' The Naval Treaty. | 


On arising, Sir. Austen Cham- 
berlain congratulated the For- 
eign Secretary and paid a tri- 
bute to Signors Mussolini and 
Grandi and M. Briand on the suc- 
cera of the recent Naval Conser- 
vations. 


Turning to the General Act Sir; 
Austen observed that the United 
States, the author of the Pact of 
aris, did not share the view that 
it needed other measures to give 
it force. He maintained that the 
effect of the General Act would 
be to withdraw from the League 
Council questions with which it 
was specially competent to deal, 
and: to encourage frivolous 
claims and create trouble. 


Sir Herbert Samuel opposed the 
Jamendment and claimed that ac- 
ceptance of the General Act would 
enable the world to face its pro- 
blems with new hope. The de- 
bate continues.—British Wireless 
Service. 
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
